posed annuities from $150,000,000 to 
$130,000,000. Both of these plans are 
considered of great importance by the 
French delegates.

It will appear In The Alabama School 
Journal for some time, because we 
want to get it thoroughly Ingrained in 
our minds. We want It to be a part 
of our professional thinking, as HR 
are engaged in our several tasks about 
some part of this ladder. Interpret 1t 
to your people. 
Let them feel and 
know the scheme of education as out 
lined for Alabama. 
There are some things about this 
ladder that we should know. It is all 
buil^ together. There are no disjointed 
parts. Elementary schools. Junior high 
schools, normal schools and colleges 
are all designed to fit into one com 
plete scheme of education for the 
youth of this state. Each is Important 
to the other. 
Without the one the 
others could not bs. 
Our higher In­ 
stitutions of learning supply the men 
and women who become our teachers 
In all types of Institutions; they sup­ 
ply our captains of industry, our busi­ 
ness men, our leaders in agriculture, 
in manufacturing. In commerce. In 
professional life, in all things that con 
vert the raw natural resources of our 
state into wealth for the support of 
life and our educational* institutions. 
Our denominational colleges are In 
eluded In this scheme of education 
'While they are sot supported by pub 
lie funds, they are supported almost 
wholly by the peofela of this state. 11 
we did not have them, the young men 
and women who attend those instltu 
tfoas would, flock to the state schools 
, - Our high schools feed these higher 
Institutions and they are In turn fed 
by the elementary schools. 
Without 
our high schools the large mass* of 
men and women who carry od the 
business of the state would be de­ 
prived of that necessary training for 
successful participation in the affairs 
of life. Hundreds of occupations coulf 
be named where the equivalent of ^a 
high school education is necessary for 
their successful performance. 
Our elementary schools must meet 
the needslof the vast majority whom 
we, fromN&xperienee, know will not 
seek 
an 
education 
beyond 
these 
grades. 
These grades cannot supply 
their own teachers. Stagnation would 
be the result." The Institutions above 
must supply them. If the Instruction 
given in elementary school is weak, 
that In the high school will be weak, 
because the foundation is not properly 
laid. 
Weakness in any part of our 
ladder will cause weakness In the 
whole. We are bound together in a 
manner such that the strength of the 
.whole depends on the strength of one 
ferlt. 


We cannot say that one part is oi 
greater importance than another any 
more than we could say that the tre< 
was more Important than Its roots. 
Each gives life to the other. Cut the 
tree and the roots die; cut the roots 
and the tree dies. 
In an educational system we cannot 
starve one part of the system to feed 
the cutler without doing a great deal 
of damage to the whole. 
If the sup­ 
port of the lower schools were cut 
down to provide support for the higher 
institutions of learalag, the effort at 
economy would be ineffectual, foi 
then 
tfe those 
higher 
Institutions 
would come weak products of tk« 
lower schools, unprepared for the 
work of higher education. 
These in­ 
stitutions could not then meet the 
object of their existence, because they 
would be compelled to do the work oi 
the lower schools, which la essentia’ 
before advanced work can be under 
taken. 
Our higher institutions cannot bt 
starved to aupply funds ter ear lowei 
schools for many reasons. 
First, oui 
high schools are turning out, and wil’ 
continue to turn out, lilbreaslng thou 
sands of boys and girls- seeking c 
higher education. 
Their needs must 
be met, or college work reduced to a 
veneer and a sham. We cannot say to 
them, "You cannot enter here; we 
pick our students." 
Who Is to be 
picked? 
Your bfey or mine? 
If one 
has dohe the work up to the doors of 
college and seeks to enter there, 
democratic cfenntry and a democratic 
state cannot deny him admittance 
Thom who would propose such a 
method of reducing the cost of higher 
education are not the friends of all 
mankind and not believers in a demo­ 
cratic government. Second, wo could 
not starve them to support the so 
called "common schools" because to 
do so would weaken the college pro 
duct which returns to teach in the 
lower schools. 
Wd would' not gain 
anything by this but lose. Third, wt 
could not afford to cut down the num 
her, nor reduce the quality of train 
ing of the men and women who are 
to be our leaders in converting oni 
potential wealth into rcalth wealth 
College men and women are In de 
mand for the Bucees», happiness and 
prosperity of the wTiolc people. 
Thus we see that the whole must 
move together. Our financing scheme 
most take care of tho whole. So long 
’as our people are demanding an edit 
cation for their children and *o loar 
as an education Is essential to th« 
successful participation of tho in 
dividual In the affairs of this life, vu 
must maintain all our school adt- 
quately to meet these demand*.

the United States is afraid of free speech.” 
In the samt { 
vein, the Hartford Times declares, “The matter of free 
speech and common sense cannot be decided on a basis 
of hide and seek among musty legalisms, nor can Ameri­ 
can tradition be safely entrusted to a State Department 
which is chronically afflicted with shaking palsy." 
“Oh, let him in," exclaims the Chicago Tribune, while j 
the Little Rock, Arkansas. Democrat, denounces the de- j 
partment’s action as "little more than a reflection upon 1 
the intelligence and patriotism of the American people.” j 
“While admitting that the action taken by our govern­ 
ment is legally correct,” says the New York Times, “moat 
Americans will feel that it leaves us in a somewhat mor- j 
tifying position. 
In London, Mr. Saklatvala is regarded 
as much less of a portent than a joke.” 
The Rochester 
Times Union thinks the department merely was “playing 
saf^" and remarks that “deliberations of the Interparlia­ 
mentary Union afford little scope for radical utterances.” 
"Anyway,” suggests the Trenton 
Times, 
“to 
travel 
around this country a bit and see how well off the aver­ 
age American workingman is might convince the London 
‘Red’ of the error of his theories." 
The San Francisco 
Bulletin also paints a picture of Saklatvala going back 
from America “a hopelessly discouraged comrade” be­ 
cause “to a real agitator the whole blame country is hope­ 
lessly sodden in prosperity." 
To the Des Moines Tribune News, “the amusing thing 
about the State Department’s decision to exclbde the 
British communist is the broadcasting of his views in the 
very denunciation Secretary Kellogg gave to the press.” 
Now, continues the Des Moines paper, “that everybody 
knows who the man is, what he will say, there is no need 
for him to come to the United States.” 
No subject for joking is found, however, by the many 
papers which give unqualified approval to the American 
government’s action. 
“It was not only the right but the 
duty of the State Department,” the Portland Express de­ 
clares, “to guard against disorder by excluding from en­ 
trance here this man who proclaimed that his object in 
coming here was to provoke disorder.” 
The Lynchburg 
Advance says “America already has enough of these dan­ 
gerous radicals” and “the government should not permit 
#this country to be made the stamping ground for any 
more of them.” Freedom from prejudice in the matter is 
pointed out by the Pittsburgh Chroniile Telegraph, citing 
the passport visa in the first place anff>taí¿g¿^ílD vwa8 
only after he had declared his intention of breaking one 
of our laws that it was decided to keep him out.” 
“Since this is the country of this people,” the Albany 
Knickerbocker Press argues, “and since this people does 
not care to hear such things, there is rightfully exercised 
the sovereign power to firmly close the door."
